Founded  January  16,  1920, 
Zeta  began  as  an  idea 
conceived  by  five  coeds  at 
Howard  University  in 
Washington  D.C.  Since  its 
inception,  the  Sorority  has 
chronicled  a number  of  firsts. 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the  first 
Greek-letter  organization  to 
charter  a chapter  in  Africa 
(1948). 

Zeta's  programs  include 
endowment  of  its  National 
Educational  Foundation, 
community  outreach  services 
and  support  of  multiple 
affiliate  organizations.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity, 
Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard 
University  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  January  9,  1914,  by 
three  young  African- 
American  male  students.  The 
founders.  Honorable  A. 
Langston  Taylor,  Honorable 
Leonard  F.  Morse,  and 
Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown, 
wanted  to  organize  a Greek 
letter  fraternity  that  would 
truly  exemplify  the  ideals  of 
brotherhood,  scholarship,  and 
service. 
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Brief  History  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha 

In  1908,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  became  America's  first  Greek-letter  organization 
established  by  Black  college  women.  Her  roots  date  back  to  Howard  University, 
Washington,  D.C.,  where  the  idea  for  formation  was  conceived  by  Ethel 
Hedgeman  Lyle  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  She  viewed  the  Sorority  as  an 
instrument  for  enriching  the  social  and  intellectual  aspects  of  college  life  by 
providing  mental  stimulation  through  interaction  with  friends  and  associates. 
Through  the  years,  however.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha's  function  has  become  more 
complex.  After  her  incorporation  as  a perpetual  body  in  1913,  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha  gradually  branched  out  and  became  the  channel  through  which  selected 
college-trained  women  improved  the  socioeconomic  conditions  in  their  city, 
state,  nation,  and  the  world. 

In  a world  in  which  materialism  is  pervasive,  and  technology  and  competition 
have  decreased  the  need  for  collaboration  and  cooperation,  it  is  critical  to  have 
an  association  that  cuts  across  racial,  international,  physical,  and  social  barriers 
to  help  individuals  and  communities  develop  and  maintain  constructive 
relationships  with  others.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  is  that  vital  organization. 
Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  a sisterhood  composed  of  women  who  have  consciously 
chosen  this  affiliation  as  a means  of  self-fulfillment  through  volunteer  service. 
Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  cultivates  and  encourages  high  scholastic  and  ethical 
standards;  promotes  unity  and  friendship  among  college  women;  alleviates 
problems  concerning  girls  and  women;  maintains  a progressive  interest  in 
college  life;  and  serves  all  mankind  through  a nucleus  of  more  than  150,000 
women  in  the  United  States,  the  Caribbean,  Europe,  and  Africa.

Since  its  founding  on 
December  4,  1906,  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.  has 
supplied  voice  and  vision  to 
the  struggle  of  African- 
Americans  and  people  of 
color  around  the  world. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the  first 
intercollegiate  Greek-letter 
fraternity  established  for 
African-Americans,  was 
founded  at  Cornell  University 
in  Ithaca,  New  York  by  seven 
college  men  who  recognized 
the  need  for  a strong  bond  of 
Brotherhood  among  African 
descendants  in  this  country.

Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  inc  was 
founded  on  January  5,  1911  at  Indiana 
University  in  Bloomington,  Indiana. 
Kappa  Alpha  Psi  was  founded  by  ten 
founders  on  the  basis  of  achieving  in 
every  field  of  human  endeavor.  The 


Alpha  Upsilon  Chapter  was  established 
on  March  1,  1935  here  at  Kentucky 
State  University,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  has 
chapters  all  over  the  nation  and  the 
world. 

Kappa  Alpha  Psi  is  an  establishment  of 
distinguished  gentlemen 


who  are  trained  for  leadership  as 
undergraduates. 

They  emphasize  that  "Many  are  Called, 
but  Few  are  Chosen”. 
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Iota  Phi  Theta 


On  September  19,  1963,  at  Morgan 
State  College  (now  Morgan  State 
University),  12  students  founded  what  is 
now  the  nation's  fifth  largest, 
predominately  African-American  social 
service  fraternity:  The  Iota  Phi  Theta 
Fraternity,  Incorporated. 


The  founders  oflota  Phi  Theta  were: 
Albert  Hicks,  Lonnie  Spruill,  Jr., 
Charles  Briscoe,  Frank  Coaktey,  John 
Slade,  Barron  Willis,  Webster  Lewis, 
Charles  Brown,  Louis  Hudnell,  Charles 
Gregory,  Elias  Dorsey,  Jr., 


and  Michael  Williams.  This  group  of 
men  was  unique  for  several  reasons. 
First  of  all,  many  were  long-time 
friends.  Many  of  the  friendship  begin 
when  they  were  in  grade  school,  and 
even  pre-school. 
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Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority 


Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority 
Inc.,  was  founded  January  13, 
1913,  on  the  campus  of 
Howard  University,  by 
twenty  two  illustrious 
women.  At  the  inception  of 
Delta  Sigma  Theta,  the 
founders  envisioned  an 
organization  of  college 
women  pledged  to  serious 
endeavor  and  community 
service. 

The  Alpha  Pi  chapter  of  Delta 
Sigma  Theta  was  established 
at  Kentucky  State  University 
on  April  30,  1934,  by  twenty 
distinctive,  hard  working 
women.

On  Friday  evening,  November  17, 
1911,  three  Howard  University 
undergraduate  students,  with  the 
assistance  of  their  faculty  adviser, 
gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi 
Fraternity.  From  the  initials  of  the 
Greek  phrase  meaning  11  friendship 
is  essential  to  the  soul,"  the  name 
Omega  Psi  Phi  was  derived.  The 
phrase  was  selected  as  the  motto. 
Manhood,  scholarship, 
perseverance  and  uplift  were 
adopted  as  cardinal  principles.

The  Zeta  Rho  Chapter  of  Tau 
Beta  Sigma  was  founded  at 
Kentucky  State  University  on 
March  7,  1981,  and  re-chartered 
on  September  9,  1990.  Current 
service  activities  include: 
providing  water  and 
refreshments  at  band  camp, 
passing  out  and  collecting  band 
uniforms,  Ladies  Night  Out, 
assisting  the  band  director, 
ushering  for  concerts,  and 
cleaning  up  the  band  hall.
